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America’s Murder Record 


More people have been murdered in 
the United States in the past ten years 
than soldiers that have fallen in battles 
during 150 years of its history. 

A total of 112,751 American soldiers 
were killed in action in the Revolution- 
ary War, War of 1812, Mexican, Civil, 
Spanish, and World Wars (not count- 
ing World War II), whereas 120,000 
citizens were murdered in ten years. 
Since 1890 the murder rate in the U. S. 
has increased 350 per cent. ‘Today there 
are a million who are murderers, will be 
murderers or will be murdered. “Is 
America on the road to ruin?” asks 
Clarence E. Macartney. 


One of the worst aspects of this hor- 
rible picture is that the modern murderer 
is an adolescent, rather than an adult. 
He is recruited from a vast army of 
youth whose religious education has 
been neglected. 


Pessimistic Predictions 


The United Press recently carried a 
report of a Pasadena clergyman named 
Charles Forbes ‘Taylor who foresees a 
jazz age following World War II “which 
will make that which followed World 
War I seem like a knitting bee.” He 
lamented the present “mad pursuit of 
pleasure,” saying: “Thousands of Amer- 
icans are subscribing to the philosophy 
of ‘eat, drink and be merry, for tomor- 
row we die.’ Unless the people come 
to their senses we are in for a bad pe- 
riod.” Another pessimistic prediction 
comes from Chief Frank J. Wilson of 
the U. S. Secret Service, who foresees a 
“new era of crime” with gangsters op- 
crating from helicopter planes and escap- 
ing with ease across state and national 
boundaries.

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Growth OF Atrsernblier of God Tenmed 
"Truly Phenomenal" 


(Under the above heading the following article appeared in 
“The Protestant Voice” under date of August 6, 1943 


Gemeral Council, With 118 Congregations, 6,700 Members in 1916, Now Has 4,840 
Churches and Nearly 225,000 Members 


By R. L. LUNSFORD 


One of the most phenomenal rec- 
ords of growth among American denom- 
inations has been set by the General 
Council Assemblies of God. With 118 
congregations and 6,700 members in 
1916, the body has grown in twenty- 
seven years to 4,840 congregations 
and approximately 225,000 members. 
Though*one of the youngest, it is al- 
ready the largest denomination of its 
doctrinal persuasion in America. 

Officials ‘of the denomination regard 
1914 as the year of its birth. However, 

‘the origins of the several movements 
which were united to form the general 
council date from the beginning of the 
century. 

About that time there occurred simul- 
taneously in several parts of the United 
States, as well as in Canada, South 
America, India, Norway and the British 
Isles, remarkable Pentecostal revivals. 
As the several groups spread and be- 
came acquainted with each other, it be- 
came apparent to the leaders that a 
central body was needed to accelerate 
and conserve their work. 

At a meeting of the representatives 
of the several bodies, called at Hot 
Springs, Ark., in April, 1914, the gener- 
al council was formed. 

Statistics Reveal Growth 

Two years later at the Fourth General 
Council meeting in St. Louis, Mo., the 
statement of fundamental truths, doc- 
trinal statement of the body, was adopt- 
ed and the complete organization of the 
general council was effected. 

Comparative statistics reveal the phe- 
nomenal growth of the group. With 
6,700 members in 1916, the body grew 
to 48,000 in 1926, an increase of 615 
per cent. At the end of the next decade 
they numbered 148,000, an increase of 
208 per cent for the decade. 

The remarkable rate of growth con- 
tinues, the number of members having 
increased from 148,000 to 225,000 since 
1936. Congregations are located in each

of the forty-eight states, with the pos- 
sible exception of Vermont. 

Prospects for continued rapid growth 
are revealed in the report that 6,500 
Sunday schools are afliliated with the 
body, exceeding the number of organ- 
ized congregations by more than 1,500. 
Sunday school enrollment is reported 
at 500,000. 

Similarly phenomenal is the denom- 
ination’s record of having established, in 
the twenty-nine years of its existence, 
forty-two foreign mission fields, staffed 
with 380 missionaries and 1,250 native 
workers. The sum of $700,00 annually 
passes through the denomination’s de- 
partment of foreign missions. 

Home Missions Localized 

While the home missionary program 
is largely carried on upon a voluntary 
basis generally under the supervision of 
the officials of the district in which it is 
located, the General Council is sponsor- 
ing a project in the mountains of Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia employing 
eighty missionaries. 

The General Council maintains one 
school, Central Bible Institute at Spring- 
field, Mo. However, at least eight other 
Bible schools are affiliated with the de- 
nomination under district or local super- 
vision. 

Publishing interests of the denomina- 
tion are cared for by the Gospel Pub- 
lishing House which publishes the 
Pentecostal Evangel, official organ of 
the body. 

In addition, the publishing house sup- 
plies the denomination’s Sunday school 
publications as well as its books and 
other promotion materials 

Congregation—Presbyterian in polity 
and Pentecostal in doctrine, the Assem- 
blies of God are pretty effectively de- 
monstrating a refutation to the often- 
heard arguments that the romance of 
Christian conquest is about dead, and 
that no significant gains by churches 
can be expected any more.

Chapter 2 
I. A King Who Dreamed 

The king was Nebuchadnezzar. His 
father, Nabopolassar, with whom he 
had been reigning conjointly, had died, 
Nebuchadnezzar was now sole king. 
Egypt that had been Babylonia’s rival 
for supremacy had been defeated, and 
Babylonia was now supreme. Nebuchad- 
nezzar was the greatest of earthly sover- 
eigns. He was probably wondering 
whether or not his kingdom was des- 
tined to endure. He must have been 
sufficiently familiar with the history 
of the world to know that kingdoms 
wax and wane. His kingdom had waxed;

All dreams are not of God, but some 
are. A study of the phenomena of 
dreams is very interesting. In many cases 
a dream has changed the course of a 
man’s life.

It may be that minds are so busy during 
the waking hours that God cannot get 
them quiet long enough to speak to 
them. When the great Russian, Tolstoi,

during character. 

The king forgot the dream he had 
dreamed. In this fact we see God at 
work. It was the plan of God that Daniel 
who was an exile in Babylon should be 
brought forward in order that he might 
play the part God had designed he 
should play in those crucial days of the 
captivity of the chosen people. God, by 
letting Nebuchadnezzar forget _ his 
dream, opened the way for Daniel to be 
summoned into his presence and, 
through the interpretation of the dream, 
given precedence over all the wise men 
of Babylon. Thus we see an illustration 
of the fact that God is working all things 
after the counsel of His own will (Eph. 
bee 

Ii. Wise Men Who Failed. Verses 2-13 

They were the wise men of Babylon, 
but they were nonplussed. They re- 
garded the demand of the king that they 
make known to him the dream he had 
forgotten as a most unreasonable de- 
mand; they asserted that the ability to 
make it known was beyond the power 
of man, and were ready to confess that 
they were not in possession of any of the 
secrets of the gods. They affirmed that if 
the king would tell them the dream they 
would interpret it. On a subsequent oc- 


“eacion, when the king again dreamed, he 


was able t& tell them what he had 
dreamed, but they were nut able to in- 
terpret the dream. ‘The decree went 
forth that all the wise men should be 
put to death, and, since Daniel and his 
companions were now numbered among 
the wise men of Babylon, they were 
sought by the executioner that they 
might be slain. Some have wondered 
why Daniel had not been summoned 
at the time the other wise men were 
summoned, especially in view of what 
we read in the twentieth verse of the 
preceding chapter. But it must be re- 
membered that the statement of that 


verse is to be interpreted, not in the 
light of what took place prior to this 
dream, but in the light of what took 
place in subsequent years, as seems 
to be implied in the words that follow, — 


“And Daniel continued even unto the | 


first year of king Cyrus.” 
11. A Prophet Who Had Faith. Verses 14-18 


The wise men had said, “There is not ~ 
a man upon the earth that can show the 
king’s matter.” But Daniel knew that 
“there is a God in heaven that revealeth 
secrets,” and he also knew that God 
hears and answers prayer. So he “went 
in, and desired of the king that he would 
give him time, and that he would show 
the interpretation.” Why did he want 
time? That he might pray, and that his 
companions might pray with him. He 
was a man who prayed, and he knew 
that “prayer changes things.” 
IV. Prayer That Was Effectual. Verse 91 


“Then was the secret revealed unto — 
Daniel in a night vision.” How long 
Daniel and his friends prayed we are not 
told. A day possibly. Or, more likely, a 
week or longer. We know that at one 
time Daniel prayed “three full weeks” 
before the answer came. He who believes 
that God hears and answers prayer is 
not discouraged by the fact that he does 
not get the answer as soon as he begins 
to pray. He recognizes the fact that 
prayer is warfare, and that sometimes 
the warfare has to continue for quite a 
while in order that the enemy may be 
defeated, and God’s answer get through 
the opposing forces that in the heaven- 
lies are doing their utmost to keep the 
prayers of the saints from reaching the 
throne of God and the answer of the 
lord from coming down. As Daniel 
prayed he believed. It is useless for us to 
pray unless we believe. It is “the prayer. 
of faith” that gets. results. If a week or 
more passed by before the answer came 
it is doubtless true that Daniel retired 
each evening with the expectation that 
God was going to reveal; and it is likely 
that he spent only as much time in sleep 
as he felt was absolutely necessary, and 
also that he abstained from all unneces- 
sary food.

If there is a 
wee bit of window, let’s hang a bright 
yellow curtain to it putting a bright red 
and green stencil in each corner, or a 
crayon figure. If there is no window 
figure out some other way to put some- 
thing bright in the room. Perhaps it 
might be the old monks cloth curtain 
which serves as a door! It can be dyed 
very easily in a washing machine; mak- 
ing it any color that would contrast or 
harmonize with our color scheme.

room, I am sure we will meet with “ohs” 
and “ahs,” suggestions and help, and per- 
haps even an offering. 

This is only a suggestion of one thing 
that might be done but by using your 
imagination and inherent creative ability 
(with prayer), wonders can be done, 
and what a blessing!

How would you like to hear a real 
true story about Slim, a Christian sail- 
or?

‘The bo’sun, boys and girls, 
is a foreman on a ship. Spelled boat- 
swain in the dictionary, but sailors al- 
ways say bo’sun. 

Webbie’s nose had been broken acci- 
dentally by a swinging cargo hook, and 
when he snored the bunk beneath him 
always quivered. Slim slept there. 

Jimmie and Slim were pals. ‘They had 
always worked together, and whenever 
the job was hard or dirty they sang 
hymns, and that helped the time to 
pass in a pleasant manner.

Some have definitely yielded their hearts 
to Christ. Also a goodly number attend 
a weekly Bible Class, and on Sunday 
evenings we meet a large number of 
boys in our service. We are so glad, as 
resident missionaries here, that we have 
this opportunity of working with the 
boys and visiting the wounded week by 


- week. Please keep sending us literature, 


also New Testaments. Many of the boys 
lost’ their New Testaments in battle, 
and we were able to replace these, mak- 
ing them very glad for they had learned 
to find comfort from its pages while in 
danger. Some showed us evidences of 
miraculous escape from death as we saw 
marks on their bodies near vital parts 
where bullets had entered and left the 
body, also shrapnel wounds slowly heal- 
ing up. The danger has made many mel- 
low and sweet in spirit and receptive 
to the word of God. Many a boy with 
tears in his eyes thanked God for deliv- 
erance as he related to us the story of 
a narrow escape. Then we join them in 
praising God and have prayer with 
them. Little do they realize we are only 
grasping a God-given opportunity these 
days in helping souls to God. Friends, 


pray for these boys, that they may never 
forget to be thankful to God and that 
they may become shining lights for 
Him all their lives.” 


From Clyde V. Shields, ’41, we re- 
ceived the following:— “Greetings from 
the U.S. Army Medical Corps. As I be- 
gin my fifth month in the medics, there 
are positively no regrets at being in the 
service. Surely the Lord has me where 
I ‘am needed. Bible School experience 
has allowed me to assist the pastors in 
various churches where I have been sta- 
tioned. There is joy in working sincerely 
for Christ, and accepting all opportun- 
ities for service to Him. 

“In Denver (Aurora) Colorado I at- 
tended a church where the kind pastor 
seemed obliged to do everything for lack 
of willing assistance.

Church Brought to Shipyard 

Since workers on the Sunday shift 
of Henry J. Kaiser’s Swan Island ship- 
yard could not go to church the never- 
stumped ship-builder brought the church 
to them. In the great plant where 11,000 
men and women are on the job every 
Sunday morning building ships for 
American battlefronts a public address 
system was set up. The Portland Coun- 
cil of Churches sends a minister to con- 
duct services at the regular 11:30 to 
12:00 lunch hour. Men and women 
remain beside their machines and listen. 
Thus no production time is lost, while 


_a half-hour of church time is gained. 


The innovation was spontaneous. It 
was suggested by church-going members 
among the workers themselves, and the 
demand was so large that the yard bosses 
decided to give it a try. If it proves a 
success at the Swan Island yard the prac- 
tice will probably be extended to all the 
Kaiser yards and nobody knows to how 
many others.—( Pathfinder )

The discoveries which have been 
made recently at the Damascus and St. 
Stephen’s Gates in Jerusalem call atten- 
tion to the Holy City’s historic gate- 
ways. At the former, extensive substruc- 
tures have been found, dating back to 
the time of Christ, and at St. Stephen’s 
Gate they have discovered the fragment 
of a tablet from Herod’s Temple warn- 
ing Gentiles against entering the pre- 
cincts of the sacred building on pain of 
death. 

The walls that enclose the 208 acres 
that comprise the ancient city of Jeru- 
salem today are pierced by eight gates, 
the more important being the Jaffa, 
Damascus, and St. Stephen’s Gates. 

There is no entrance to any city 
where such animated scenes are to be 
witnessed as at the Jaffa Gate, the prin- 
cipal entrance into the old city today. 
All day long there is a continual passing 
in and out of the city, people of every 
nationality, sect and creed. There are 
veiled Moslem women dressed entirely 
in black, Jewish women wearing bright- 
ly colored shawls, Orthodox Jews in 
long, velvet cloaks and fur-trimmed 
hats, dignified Arabs from the desert in 
flowing robes of many colors, Arab wo- 
men in long, picturesque, embroidered, 
blue gowns, Franciscan monks in skull

The finest and largest of the city 
portals is the Damascus Gate, so called 
from the fact that it opens on the Dam- 
ascus Road. ‘The ornamental battle- 
ments, outstanding windows and sculp- 
tures give it a very impressive effect. 

The only portal in the eastern wall 
of the city is St. Stephen’s Gate, so 
named in the belief that Stephen was 
martyred close by. 

Jerusalem has one gate which is per- 
manently closed, known as the Golden 
Gate. It is almost in the center of the 
temple area, facing Olivet and the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane. In Herod’s time 
there was only one entrance into the 
city from this side, and there is no 
doubt that the closed portal marks its 
site. If this is so, and I think we can ac- 
cept it, it was through the portal that 
stood at this spot that Christ made His 
triumphal entry into the city.
